REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the 
Royal University of Ireland, for the Year ended 31st March 1903 ; prepared 
and submitted for the information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the 
Royal University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Viet. c. 52. s. 2). 

1. It is provided by Chapter VIII. of the Statutes of the University that the cost of 
administration during any one year shall not exceed 5,500Z. The total Expenditure 
on this Service during the year ended 31st March 1903 was 5,057 Z. 9s. I0c7. 


2. The Securities held in respect of the General Fund at the close of the year were

3. The Income of the Pension Fund amounted to 476Z. 11s. 10<7. which has been 
invested in the purchase of Consols. The total Stock held on account of this Fund 
at the close of the year amounted to 17,648Z. 16s. lid., Consols. 


Separate Funds. 

4. At the close of the preceding year the balance of the Special Fund for the 
Equipment of Laboratories was 1,576 Z. 6s. 0 d. A sum of 157. 6s. 6 d., interest on 
deposit, has been received in the period of the present Account, and 190Z. 18s. lOd. has 
been expended, leaving a balance at the close of the year of 1,4007. 13s. 8d. 

5. The balance of the Stewart Trust Fund at the close of the preceding year was 
9677. 13s. 2rZ. ; during the year the income of the Fund amounted to 272Z. 16s. 6 d, 
and a sum of 140Z. was expended in the payment of instalments of Scholarships, 
leaving a balance at the end ot - the year of 1,1007. 9s. 8 d. 

6. A sum of 5007. India 3 per Cent. Stock has been purchased in the joint names of 
the University and the donor, William A. Browne, M.A., LL.D., to provide in 
perpetuity a Gold Medal and a Prize to be offered annually for competition among 
candidates for the B.A. Degree Examination (Honours) in Modern Literature for a 
colloquial knowledge of the French and German Languages.
